For several weeks we've re 
viewed the early development of 
m an's social and economic world 
of today in order to discover if 
a more 
intelligent 
and ethical 
way of living cannot be found. 
Today 
we

Christian approach to the solu­ 
tion of this problem.

Briefly stated, it is this: Sen­ 
sitivity to hum an need is an ab­ 
solute requirem ent if social pro­ 
gress is to be m ade. 
One of the m or‘ moving plays 
of the present century was Sid­ 
ney Kingsley’s Dead End, which 
dram atized 
realistically 
a n d 
vividly the complete frustration 
of several lives 
in the slums 
within a stone's throw' of the ave­ 
nue of the wealthy. Society has 
been all too slow in seeing that 
deprivation gives birth to crime, 
immorality, disease, and all of 
the attitudes which accom pany 
these disintegrants of the social 
order. But the eradication of vi­ 
cious en\ ironment for those who 
live on the wrong streets of so­ 
ciety is only a fraction of the 
adjustm ent that the social order 
needs. 
The Christian 
approach 
in­ 
volves the s u b s t i t u t ion of 
Christ s principles for profit-mo­ 
tive and cooperative planning for 
critical indifference. 
The term 
“ profit-motive” 
is 
here used to denote the tendency 
of all mankind—worker (labor) 
as well as owner 
(capital)—to 
m ake the predatory instinct ra ­ 
ther than socially constructive 
instincts life's chief motivation. 
For example, corporations and 
labor unions m ay try to get as 
much as they can out of each 
other for as little 
as possible. 
The corporation m ay pay as lit­ 
tle money as it can for labor’s 
time. The labor union m ay give 
as little time as it can for the 
corporation’s money. 
The phrase “ cooperative plan­ 
ning” is 
m eant rn its liberal 
sense of the necessity for more 
total group effort in devising 
much more ethical and satisfac­ 
tory living arrangem ents for so­ 
ciety as a whole 
“ Critical indifference” refers 
to that characteristic of hum an 
inertia which manifests itself n 
loud com plaint without seeking 
to understand all of the facts or 
trying to improve existing condi­ 
tions. 
Since m an ’s prevailing attitude 
is predominantly materialistic, 
all 
groups of society—capital, 
labor, and the 
middle class— 
need to be reminded of the most 
ethically 
energizing 
idea 
that 
has ever 
come to 
the hum an 
m ind: “ God is love.” the word 
“ love” meaning “ goodwill that 
has gone to work.” 
This capacity on the part of 
m an is the true sense in which 
he bears the image of God. In 
other words, both the individual

In a paper entitled “ African 
Violets—Indoor 
Hobby,” 
Mrs. 
Watt says that “ the African vio- 
ilet has steadily increased in pop­ 
ularity until, now. 
there 
a r e 
thousands of violet fanciers, spe- 
; ciality meetings and show s ex­ 
hibiting new' varieties of which 
there are over a hundred. 
“ African violets grow’ wild in 
the hilly regions of Eastern trop­ 
ical Africa. They were found by 
Baron Walters on St, Paul (Af­ 
rican violets are known to bo'- 
anists as ‘Saintpaulia’) on h i s 
vanilla and 
rubber 
plat 
The. were brought to I 
early as 1893 but were 
widely grown. 
“ The flowers look hi 
though they are not really 
v o ­ 
lets at all; thev are closelv re ­ 
lated to gloxinias and have the 
sam e furry leaves. The flowers 
of the original plants were only 
in various shades of blue, 
but 
now there ore pinks, whites, lav­ 
enders, 
bi-colors and purples, 
several double types and various 
I leaf forms. They bloom profuse­ 
ly and one plant is often in con­ 
stant bloom for months 
“ Most plants gasp and wilt in 
the atmosphere of modern living 
rooms but African violets like 
our houses just as h> t a-, we do 
Other plants consider our mimes 
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Ilion. 


VCT 
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(should be divided about twdce a 
year. You will find that the plant 
will naturally break up into four 
j or five individual plants, w'hich ; 
will start to grow at once when 
potted in fresh soil, and w i l l 
soon bloom all over again. F re ­ 
quent division and c o n s t a n t 
moisture are the chief elements 
of success, 
"One can hardly resist grow­ 
ing a collection of African vio­ 
lets as a hobby. Some of the 
newer varieties are Lady Gen- 
t va. 
Lavender 
Beauty, 
Lacy 
Girl, Rose Marie, Snow Prince, I 
White Boy Hybrid 
(temporary 
nam e—so new' on the 
market) 
Black Beauty, Violet Beauty and 
Orchid Wonder. Surprisingly the 
flowers will last as a cut bloom i 
for two weeks. 
“ By making leaf cuttings 
of 
your plants you 
can exchange 
then 
with your neighbors and 
friends for colors and types you 
do not own. To make these leaf 
cuttings; Select a l a r g e 
leaf 
from the bottom of the plant. 
“ Put it in a pot of half peat 
moss and half sand up to the 
point where stem and leaf join, t 
You m ay cover the pot with a 
mason jar to speed up the root­ 
ing. If the large leaf does not 
soften or decay, you may 
be 
sure it will 
form 
roots—some 
varieties take much longer than 
others to root, but the average 
time is two months. Cut off the 
parent 
leaf 
as 
soon 
as 
new 
leaves 
appear, 
then 
the 
new I 
plantlet is ready to pot in leaf 
mold and soil.”
